Of the farmers of the United States, no less than 14 per 


cent failed to break even last year, according to data prepared jthose in charge received many co 
and presented by the Department of Agriculture. The aver- 
age owner-operator, indeed, received a return of only $917 for 
his own work and that of his family, and the use of property 
worth $16,400. He got just $715 in cash and the rest in in- 
creased inventories, of crops, livestock and equipment, and he 
spent something like $294 for food and fuel consumed on the 
premises. The $715 was all he had left to pay his running- 
expenses, interest on his indebtedness, taxes and other over- 
head.

_ There are the figures, and you can argue from them "as you 


will; but you ought never to forget that the farmer, because 
he owns land, is the backbone of our body politic. He has a 
stake in his community, a genuine interest in the land he lives 
on and in, which the modern cliff-dweller does not know. 
And although the last census showed that the population of 
the country had become more than half urban, the fact re- 
mains that there are still more farmers and farmers' wives and 
children than there are people in any other three groups de- 
pendent on other industries. 


A farmer-labor coalition is, of course, ridiculous, since the

CUT LUMBER 


(By Associated Press) 


Jiusralusa, La.—The Great Southern 


Lumber Company, which operates here 
the largest sawmill in the world, has 
proved to its satisfaction that turpen- 
tine, pine oil and rosin may be ex- 
tracted from yellow pine lumber after 
it has gone through the sawmill, and 
i:: order that it may do so on a larsje 
scale, is spending 
570,000 
for 
the 


necessary equipment. 
The 
process, 


Jic'i-fected and patented by W. H. Jla- 
son. a chemical and mechanical ensi- 
neer. involves two operations. Under 
ore process, that of heating the cut 
lumber, one sallon of turpentine is cx- 
tr.ic-teil from every 1.000 board feet 
treated. 


The second process involves 
the 


treatment of "pitchy" lumber. 
The 


lumber is placed in a steel retort, 
lu-aled to the proper temperature, and 
turpentine then is used as a solvent 
in extracting the pine products. Nine 
gallons of turpentine, one 
gallon of 


pine oil and one commercial barrel of 
rjsin have been recovered from each 
1.000 board feet so treated. 


Experts here declare that removal 


of the turpentine, rOiSin and pine oil' 
improves the grade of. the lumber.

CIVIL MARRIAGE 


LAWS URGED FOR 


"AUSTRALIANS

before a registrar, regardless o£ any 
religious ceremony. Proponents of ths 
idea also are urging tlmt it be made 
an offense, punishable by fine and im- 
prisonment, lor any person to impugn 
the legality .of such a civil contract. 


The precedents of France. Italy and 


other countries are quoted in support 
of the scheme, which emphasizes the 
completeness of the marriage contract 
as m.iclc by the state and not by the 
church. 


PHILIPPINE LEGISLATURE- 


(By Associated Press) 


Manila.—The Philippine 
legislature 


will have a new home in 1024, accord- 
ing to the director of public works. 
At present the senate meets in an old 
building in the Walled City while the 
house sessions arc held in the Ayun- 
tamiento building one block away, 
which is owned by the city of Manil. 


The new building on 
Taft avenue, 


which will be used by both houses of 
the legislature, was originally intended 
for the Philippine library, but it was 
decided the legislative bodies were in 
greater need of new quarters than the 
library. 


The new structure, 
which is more 


than half 
completed, will be

stories high. The second floor will be
